Mr.  Chairman,  Councillor  Mrs.  Todd  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  J  954. 

As  you  are  aware,  I  was  appointed  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  January 
1st,  1955,  hence  this  report  covers  the  work  carried  out  by  my  predecessor, 
Dr.  W.  Sharpe. 

The  health  of  the  district  was  satisfactory,  the  only  infectious  diseases 
notified  being  three  cases  of  dysentry.  The  birth  rate  was  higher  than  the 
average  for  England  and  Wales,  the  death  rate  was  below  the  average  and 
the  infantile  mortality  of  9-6  compared  very  favourably  with  the  average  of 
25-5  for  England  and  Wales. 

These  figures  although  very  satisfactory  in  themselves  should  not  lead 
the  Urban  District  Council  to  believe  that  all  is  well.  There  are  no  figures 
available  to  show  the  extent  of  the  ill  health  (both  mental  and  physical) 
endured  by  many  families  living  in  sub-standard  houses.  I  refer  to  the  yard 
properfies  which  almost  without  exception  provide  living  accommodation  so 
inadequate  by  modern  standards  that  any  prolongation  of  their  existence  is 
unjustified.  A  concentrated  effort  to  deal  with  this  problem  would  remove 
the  largest  public  health  hazard  remaining  in  the  town  and  the  rehousing  of 
the  occupants  would  enable  them  to  enjoy  decent  living  conditions.

Nursing  in  the  homes. 

The  Home  Nursing  and  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service  is  under  the 
general  direction  of  the  County  Council,  with  the  day  to  day  administration 
dealt  with  by  the  Wensleydale  Area  Local  Health  Sub-Committee.  The 
staff  operating  in  the  Northallerton  area  comprises  three  District  Nurse 
Midwives. 


Domestic  Help  Service. 

This  is  provided  by  the  County  Council,  the  day  to  day  administration 
again  being  dealt  with  by  the  Area  Sub-Committee,  through  the  Area  Medical 
Officer.  A  wholetime  equipment  of  1  -5  home  helps  was  employed  in  the  area 
and  a  total  of  3,414  hours  was  worked.

DISEASE. 

The  only  cases  of  infectious  disease  (excluding  Tuberculosis)  notified 
during  the  year  were  3  cases  of  dysentry. 
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Diphtheria. 

The  following  figures  indicate  the  immunisation  state  of  the  child 
population  in  the  district  : —

The  percentage  of  5 — 14  years  old  children  adequately  immunised  i.e. 
immunised  within  the  last  5  years  is  80%. 

Smallpox. 

Only  26%  of  the  children  born  during  the  year  were  vaccinated  against 
smallpox. 

The  figure  for  immunisation  in  the  pre-school  age  group  is  not  satis¬ 
factory  and  every  effort  must  be  made  to  increase  the  number  of  children 
immunised  in  this  age  group.  Ideally,  this  should  be  done  in  the  first  year 
of  life  and  parents  are  strongly  urged  to  have  this  done,  either  by  their  own 
doctor  or  at  the  local  child  welfare  clinic.  Equally  depressing  is  the  present 
vaccination  rate.  Reactions  to  vaccination  are  minimal  in  the  first  few  months 
of  life  and  parents  are  asked  to  consult  their  own  doctors  about  having  their 
children  vaccinated  when  about  three  months  old.

of  the  Northallerton  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Councillor  Mrs.  Todd,  and  Gentlemen. 

I  beg  to  submit  my  ninth  annual  report  on  the  work  accomplished 
during  the  past  year. 

The  report  is  mainly  statistical  but  I  would  state  that  there  has  been 
steady  progress  in  Public  Health  work  during  the  year,.  Licensed  Premises 
received  a  good  deal  of  attention  with  regard  to  hygiene  and  towards  the 
end  of  the  year  works  of  improvement  on  these  premises  were  proceeding. 

The  centralised  slaughterhouse  was  released  by  the  Ministry  of  Food 
at  the  end  of  June,  following  the  Decontrol  of  meat.  This  is  fully  elaborated 
in  the  report  under  the  appropriate  section. 

During  the  year  8,255  carcases  were  inspected  and  100%  post  mortem 
examinations  of  the  carcases  and  offals  was  carried  out.  To  do  this  numerous 
visits  to  the  slaughterhouse  have  been  necessary. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  support  that 
I  have  received  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council,  Chief 
Officials  and  Staff  in  general.

The  inauguration  of  the  Cod  Beck  Reservoir  and  Osmotherley  Filter 
House  by  the  Rt.  Hon.  Sir  Thomas  Dugdale,  Bart.,  P.C.,  M.P.,  took  place 
on  the  12th  December,  1953.  These  works  will  now  adequately  supply 
water  in  bulk  to  the  Northallerton  Urban  and  Rural  District  Councils  and 
will  provide  a  wholesome  supply  of  chlorinated  and  filtered  water. 

The  quality  of  the  water  was  generally  satisfactory  during  the  year  and 
300,000  gallons  of  water  are  consumed  in  Northallerton  daily. 

The  new  covered  service  reservoir  No.  3  came  into  use  on  the  18th 
January,  this  will  give  additional  water  storage  capacity  for  the  town. 

Further  extension  of  the  water  mains  were  made  for  the  supply  of  wrater 
to  Millfield  Avenue,  Brompton  Main,  Yafforth  Road  Extention  Ringmain, 
and  Bullamoor  Road  Housing  Estate. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Weekly  collections  of  domestic  refuse  was  maintained  throughout  the 
district  except  some  outlying  premises,  this  work  is  gradually  increasing  due 
to  the  extention  of  new  houses.  The  service  now  includes  the  Bullamoor  and 
Hailstone  Moor  areas.  The  houses  in  this  outlying  portion  of  the  area 
receive  a  collection  of  refuse  every  three  weeks. 

The  Refuse  Collecting  vehicle  continues  to  give  good  service  and  this 
type  of  vehicle  is  a  great  advancement  with  regard  to  hygiene  than  the  old 
open  type  which  was  previously  used. 

The  refuse  tip  on  the  Yafforth  Road  continues  to  be  used,  the  tipping 
consists  of  crude  dumping  into  a  water  filled  disused  clay  pit.  Although 
this  is  not  an  ideal  method  of  disposal  every  effort  is  made  to  keep  the  tip  in 
a  tidy  condition,  and  this  tip  should  be  available  for  the  deposit  of  refuse  for 
a  number  of  years.  The  surface  of  the  refuse  tip  is  covered  with  spent  bark 
which  is  obtained  from  a  local  tannery,  and  the  bark  has  been  found  very 
useful  as  a  covering  material. 

SALVAGE. 

The  salvage  service  by  the  Council  resulted  during  the  year  in  the

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

During  the  year  the  Council  authorised  the  building  of  a  pumping 
station  and  sewers,  to  drain  the  Mill  Hill  Lane  area,  this  part  of  the  town  is 
fast  being  developed  for  private  dwelling  houses.  The  Council  have  bought 
the  land  and  are  providing  building  sites  with  all  essential  services. 

This  action  I  feel  sure  will  prevent  nuisances  arising  in  the  future  from 
cesspools  which  were  being  installed  in  the  absence  of  sewers. 

A  further  pumping  station  has  been  installed  by  Messrs.  Walker’s 
Tanneries  Ltd.  which  now  pumps  the  sewage  from  their  works  direct  into 
the  main  sewer,  this  sewage  previously  discharged  into  the  Willow  Beck. 

INSPECTIONS  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  number  of  milk  retailers  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  were 
as  follows  : —

Milk  Special  Designations  Order,  1936. 

Eight  purveyors  of  milk  in  the  district  are  granted  Dealers  licences  for 
the  use  of  special  designations,  six  for  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  and  four 
for  “  Pasteurised  ”.  also  two  for  supplementary  licences,  these  licences  are 
granted  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Five  samples  of  designated  milk  taken  during  the  year  proved  satisfactory. 
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Ice-Cream  :  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.

Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

On  the  29th  June,  1954,  the  Ministry  of  Food  ceased  to  be  responsible 
for  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  and  at  the  beginning  of  July  the  Local  Authority 
accepted  the  lease  of  the  two  slaughterhouses  from  the  Ministry  of  Food  and 
made  them  available  as  Public  Slaughterhouses,  thus  ensuring  no  inter¬ 
ruption  of  meat  supplies  on  decontrol. 

Since  that  period  the  Local  Authority  have  extensively  altered  one  of 
the  Slaughterhouses  and  have  installed  overhead  runways,  electric  saw,  and 
an  electric  hoist,  this  has  eliminated  the  unsatisfactory  and  excessive  handling 
of  the  carcases  which  took  place  previously  and  has  provided  a  slaughterhouse 
with  cooling  hall  capable  of  hanging  40  carcases. 

The  Council  engaged  staff  to  carry  out  the  work  involved  in  a  slaughter¬ 
house,  this  staff  consists  of  a  slaughterhouse  manager,  two  slaughtermen  and 
two  labourers.  The  Council  are  responsible  for  the  actual  slaughtering  of 
the  animals  for  which  a  suitable  charge  is  made,  they  dispose  of  all  the  offal 
except  red  offal. 

Following  the  Council’s  action  in  establishing  a  public  slaughterhouse 
applications  were  received  from  some  of  the  butchers,  for  opening  private 
slaughterhouses,  these  were  officially  refused  by  the  Council  and  objections 
were  subsequently  received. 

The  Minister  of  Food  appointed  an  Inspector  to  hold  a  Public  Enquiry 
to  deal  with  the  objections  which  was  to  be  held  on  the  19th  January,  1955. 

Before  closing  this  section  I  wish  to  refer  to  the  wTork  of  the  Slaughter¬ 
house  Committee  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Councillor  L.  Prest.  This 
Committee  worked  extremely  hard  in  establishing  these  Public  Facilities 
which  as  the  time  passes  I  hope  will  prove  to  be  an  asset  to  the  town. 

The  charges  made  by  the  Council  are  as  follows  and  in  co-operation  with 
the  Butchers’  Association  these  prices  were  agreed  and  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.

Only  20  animals  of  the  above  number 
were  sent  to  the  Slaughterhouse  after  de-control.

2  animals  were  slaughtered  under  the  above  order  during  the  year 
and  it  was  found  necessary  upon  post-mortem  examination  to  condemn  the 
carcases  and  organs.

No  action  was  required  under  this  heading. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  Rodent  Control  Service  continued  satisfactorily  during  the  year 
and  is  executed  by  Mr.  E.  Hastings  who  is  employed  full-time  by  the  North¬ 
allerton  Urban  and  Rural  Authorities. 

The  Council  having  accepted  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
Financial  grant  scheme  under  Circular  N.  S.  19  give  a  free  service  to  all 
Private  Dwellings  for  the  eradication  of  Rats  and  Mice. 

A  charge  is  made  for  any  treatment  executed  on  business  premises,  this 
consists  of  an  hourly  rate  for  the  operators  time  plus  the  cost  of  bait,  poisons, 
etc.,  used. 

Two  maintenance  treatments  of  sewers  has  again  been  made  during  the 
year  and  very  small  infestations  were  recorded.

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LICENSED  PREMISES. 

During  the  year  these  premises  received  a  good  deal  of  attention  from  a 
Public  Health  aspect. 

I  was  privileged  to  accompany  the  Justices  on  a  tour  of  inspection  of  all 
Licensed  premises  in  the  area  and  advise  on  the  requirements  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  1938,  and  Public  Health  Act  1936,  as  these  appertain  to  such 
premises. 

Attention  was  given  to  the  beer  cellars,  bars,  sanitary  conveniences, 
beer  pipes,  ventilation,  provision  of  hot  and  cold  water  supplies,  sinks,  and 
draining  boards. 

It  was  observed  that  many  of  the  Licensed  houses  did  not  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  above  statutes  and  the  Magistrates  requested  the 
owners  of  premises  to  bring  them  in  line  with  modem  requirements. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  some  progress  had  been  made  and  when 
these  works  are  completed  I  feel  that  this  will  be  a  great  improvement  to  the 
standard  of  Hygiene  in  the  town. 

For  information  I  submit  below  a  summary  of  the  inspections  : — 
There  are  17  Licensed  Premises — 

Beer  Cellars. 

There  are  15  cellars  ;  7  showed  signs  of  rising  dampness  and  defective 
Walls  ;  4  of  the  floors  were  damp  and  defective  ;  10  had  no  means  of 
pumping  waste  water  from  the  sumps  in  the  cellars. 

Beer  Pipes. 

In  all  cases  steel  or  plastic  beer  pipes  were  in  use. 

Bar. 

Cleansing  of  glasses. 

In  10  bars  there  was  no  hot  water  supply  for  the  cleansing  of  glasses  and 
in  9  bars  there  was  no  waste  pipes  from  the  sinks. 

Ventilation. 

In  the  majority  of  bars  there  is  insufficeint  ventilation  and  recommen¬ 
dations  were  made  for  extraction  fans  to  be  installed. 

Sanitary  Conveniences. 

Male  W.C’s. 

In  7  cases  there  were  no  water  closets  ;  In  only  3  houses  was  there 
internal  sanitation. 

Female  W.C’s. 

In  4  cases  there  were  no  provisions  made  for  females  ;  in  6  cases  the 
compartments  were  unsuitably  situated. 

Urinals. 

In  13  out  of  17  houses  visited  the  urinals  were  defective  or  lacking  in 
flushing  arrangements.  They  also  had  defective  stalls,  inadequate 
screening,  insufficient  lighting,  both  natural  and  artificial.  In  5  cases 
they  were  totally  unsuitable.
